1225,000,000 
in the development of their railroads 
and 
waterways. 
Every 
important 
port of Europe is being improved to 
the nighest degree of ctticiency for 
ocean travel. 
950,OM,OOO for Railway* 
Chill, Peru and Bolivia are spend­ 
ing 350,000,000 in opening up their in­ 
teriors with railways. Chili is build­ 
ing at Valparaiso a new harbor to 
cost 315,000,000. 
Guayaquil, 
the 
principal port of 
Ecuador, and one of the great har­ 
bors of the Pacific ocean, 
is to be 
made sanitary at a large expense. 
On the Atlantic 
coast 
of South 
America the activity is even greater. 
Argentina is spending 
330,000,000 
in harbor improvements 
at Buenos 
Ayres, and (jraguay is laying out the 
same amount at the port of Monte­ 
video. 
Brazil, in addition to putting 
into first-ciass condition every port of 
her 3000-m.te coast line, is spending

helped build a lot of 
Santa 
Ana’s 
pioneer buildings. 
He has seen Santa 
Ana’s steady advance, and he expects 
to see Santa Ana keep on growing at 
an over increasing ratio. 
The past year has been the best in 
the city’s history. 
All the records 
that are available show that prosper­ 
ity and progress have been the usual 
thing for a long time. 
The month of Septem ber is keep­ 
ing up the pace. 
In the last w eek the 
Santa Ana water departm ent has is­ 
sued one new water tap per day, each 
one for a new residence. That sounds 
good, for as long as the city is grow­ 
ing one new house every day there is 
no cause to feel otherw ise than con­ 
fident. 
The rate of one house per 
day has been the rate for

m onths. 
The next winter w ill doubt­ 
less see the rate increase to a house 
and a half or two houses new each 
day.

“Christian Science proves th at the 
false material laws which by common 
belief and consent operate through 
fear, ignorance, and superstition to 
incapacitate m ortals and cause 
in-1 
validism, are rendered null and void 
by the higher law of Mind.

dividual knowledge of this and its ap-' 
plication naturally effects the eradica­

of the Principle which 
established 
the law. 
T he changes wrought 
in 
consciousness and which result in the 
healing of the sick according to the 
practice of Christian Science, are Tri 
no sense due to the use of hypnotism 
or suggestive therapeutics. 
The lat­ 
ter is in a class by itself and is a 
remnant of the condemned 
necrom ­ 
ancy or occult practices of the past 
which the critics and 
enemies 
of 
Jesus failed to convict him of when 
they were testifying falsely against 
him. 
The domination of a submissive 
mentality or consciousness by an im­ 
perative one is recognized a danger­ 
ous practice, the maximum of results 
therefrom being evil rather than good. 
Moreover, the practice 
is 
unchris­ 
tian, because contrary to the teach 
ing of Jesus, who denounced and re- j 
pudiated such healing methods 
as 
equivalent to casting out devils by I 
the prince of devils.

Science are the direct result of the 
casting out of evil or devils. 
The

experience on the way to the ulti-j 
mate of reformation and transform a­ 
tion. 
The most precious
